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Asused in this section, "prosecutor” has the same meaning as in section 2935.01 of the Revised
Code.

Unless areport has been made pursuant to section 2929.42 of the Revised Code, on the conviction of
amanufacturer, wholesaler, outsourcing facility, third-party logistics provider, repackager of
dangerous drugs, terminal distributor of dangerous drugs, pharmacist, pharmacy intern, registered
pharmacy technician, certified pharmacy technician, pharmacy technician trainee, dentist,
chiropractor, physician, podiatrist, registered nurse, licensed practical nurse, physician assistant,
optometrist, or veterinarian of the violation of this chapter or Chapter 2925. of the Revised Code, the
prosecutor in the case promptly shall report the conviction to the board that licensed, certified, or
registered the person to practice or to carry on business. The responsible board shall provide formsto
the prosecutor. Within thirty days of the receipt of thisinformation, the board shall initiate action in
accordance with Chapter 119. of the Revised Code to determine whether to suspend or revoke the
person's license, certificate, or registration.
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
